Hardware and paint stores 
often have floor machines for rent 
at a dollar or two a day, When 
there is no machine at hand, a floor 
can be planed or scraped, Either 
one of these is a fairly heavy job;

With the floor 
smoothed anyone of several finishes 
will give good service. The floor 
can be painted or varnished, or 
covered with linoleum or floor oil-

Subscribers Declare Gov- 
ernment Prying Into 
Private Affairs 


With every mai] bringing letters 
of commendation and applications 
for membership from men who 
now describe themselves as “old 
disciples of that prophet Aberhart,” 

| but who are challenging the right 
of the government to pry into the 
“most private affairs of the citizens 
of Alberta under the guise of Social 
Credit,” the Protective League, or- 
ganized by Fred R. Surry, 101 
street bookseller, is rapidly taking 
form 


“Alberta citizens are aroused,” 
said Mr. Surry today ‘They de- 
clare that the Aberhart regime is 
definitely becoming a _ busybody 
government, and that its stringent 
inquisition into a_ citizen's most 
secluded affairs cannot be justi- 
fied by an appeal to Social Credit 
principles, and they are gladly 
joining this league to vindicate 
their stand on this threat to their 
liberty.”

Faulty Brakes on Death 
Car May Have Contri- 
buted to Accident 


Deliberating for 35 minutes, 
a coroner's jury of six, investi- 
gating the death of six-year- 
old Audrey Ann King, killed 
in an automobile accident Sat- 
urday, returned the following 
verdict at an inquest held at 
the city police station Wednes- 
day afternoon 

“We, the jury, find from the 
evidence submitted that Audrey 
Ann King came to her death in 
the Royal Alexandra hospital on 
Saturday, August 1, at 8:50 p.m. 
from being struck by a car driven 
by Eric E. Boon, in front of the 
Gray apartments, 96 avenue and 
99 street. As a rider we are of 
the opinion that the brakes of the 
car were inefficient and could | 
have contributed to the accident. | 
A charge of manslaughter 
laid against Boon following the ac- | 
cident and on Wednesday morning 
he appeared in police court in sn- 
swer to the charge. At the request 
of his counsel, P. G. Thomson, the 
case was set over until August 12 
Evidence of Dr. J. Ower, provin- 
cial pathologist who conducted a 
post mortem, was that Audrey Ann 
King came to her death when 
struck on the head with tremendous 
force, resulting in a fractured skull 


FRACTURED SKULL 


Dr. Thomas Clark, who attended 
the injured youngster on her ad- 
mittance to the hospital, testified 
that he was of the opinion that she 


was 


died of a fractured skull 50 min- 
utes after her arrival at the hos- 
pital “She was bleeding freely 


from the right ear, which is a clin- 
ical report of a fractured skull,” he 
said 

Next to testify was Mrs. Frances 
Stark, one of the eye-witnesses who 
said that the youngster had been 
running back and forth across the 
street several times before being 
struck, She said she saw Audrey 
run across just as she noticed the 
car coming down the hill, but apart 
from knowing that the car hit her 
didn't see the actual impact. She 
estimated the speed of the car at 15 
miles per hour. 
SAW CHILD STRUCK 

Another eye-witness, Clayton 
Burnett, related that he was about 
20 feet from the youngster when 
she was struck. “I saw Audrey run 
across the street a couple of times 
and was directly even with her, 20 
feet down the street when she was 
struck, She had just been talking 
to a group of kiddies when she ve- 
cided to cross the street

darted on across the street, being 
struck by the car.”
